Governor Edwin C. Burleigh, who is anx-
ions to step from Augusta to Washington:
Hon. A. P. Wiswell, speaker of the last
Ma‘ne Hose, who aspires to higher things,
and the sagacious Viee-Boss of the Kenne-
bee, Hon. Joseph H. Manier, Mr. Blaine's
trusted right-hand man.

It is thought by some that Manley's can-
didney is only a blind, and that he has en-
tered the list simply to run the Governor
ofi the track.

WWhat Ropublicans Have to Say.

A leading Republican of the distriet savs
tha: the old Kennebee ring has decided that
Governor Burleigh has gone far enough,and
that they don't want him in Congress,
*“When the time comes,” says this Repub-
liean “the Manleyr and Wiswell forces will
unite on Milliken and the latter will get the
nomination. Blaine has no use for the
Giovernor in Congress and Manley, his
lientenant, will get accordingly.”

Her son, Dr. Charles Church, Jr., & recent
graduate of s homeopathic medical college,
pooh-pochs the ides of medical attendance,
declaring that either his mother will be
cured by her faith, or she will die. Her
father, an old, gray-haired man, came all
the way from Wisconsin, fully convinced
that he is soon to behold s miracle. X

Mrs. Church is 45 years old. As she lies
suffering she smiles on husband, father and
son, and gays: ““The Lord’s will be done.”
When s reporter called at the house to-day
the elder Dr. Church was not at home. His
son, Dr. Chureh, Jr., is a tall, good-looking
young man, not ipore than 26 years of ag
with blue eves, Puddy cheeks and curling
blonde whiskers. .

Story Told by the Son.

“Father had poneumonia nearly six years
antll it developed fnto galioplag. cousump:
until it nto consump-
tion, He tried all sorts remedies, but
none of them worked. He went to sixof
the best homeopathics in this State, but the
all agreed there was no hope for him.

Not
ad medicine passes her lips; not an
optmion has been performed,wbut she
smiles and says it does not hurt, and the
Lord will keep his promise.

Mra. Church was formerly President of
the local Women's Christian Temperance
Union, a member of the Union Benevolent
Socieiy, and one of the enthusiastic mem-
bers of the Methodist Church. For many

ears she was foremost in all benevolent
and charitable organizations within a radius
of twenty miles. The residents of Passaic,
who are acquainted with the facts of her
sickness, are divided in their opinions.
